The Law of Fast and Abstinence 


All who have completed their seventh year are subject to.the law of abstinence. 

All who have completed the twenty-first year of their age and have not yet 
reached their sixtieth year are bound by the law of fast. 

The law of abstinence affects only the KIND of food and has no reference 
to its QUALITY. It forbids the use of flesh meat and broth made of meat. Eggs 
and milk products are allowed; lard may be used in preparing food. The number 
of meals and the quality of food may be the same as on other days. 

The law of fasting affects the QUANTITY of food. It permits only one 
full meal a day. Besides this a collation of eight ounces in the evening, if the full 
meal is at noon, or at noon, if the full meal is in the evening. Also some food, the 
quantity, quality being determined by approved local customs, may be taken in the 
morning. 

The use of both flesh and fish at the same meal is now permitted. 

Every Friday of the year is a day of abstinence. 

The law of fast and abstinence must be observed on Ash Wednesday, on the 
Wednesdays and Fridays of Lent, on the Ember days, on the Vigils of Pentecost, 
of the Assumption of the Blessed Virgin Mary, of All Saints, and of Christmas. 

All the days of Lent not included in the above, are days of fast only. 

The law of abstinence, or of fast and abstinence, or of fast only, is not binding 
on Sundays, nor on holy days of obligation (unless such a holy day occurs in Lent) 
or on the Vigils of the Assumption and of All Saints when these Vigils are antici¬ 
pated. 

The Lenten fast and abstinence cease at twelve o’clock noon on Holy Saturday. 

It is important to remember that the practices of fasting and abstinence are 
not merely penitential works of COUNSEL, recommended to our observance, but 
acts of mortification of PRECEPT, enjoined by laws binding strictly on the con¬ 
science; and therefore not to be evaded or omitted without mortal sin. Various 
reasons, however, may exist for excuse or dispensation from these laws. These reasons 
are as a rule published each year in the “Lenten Regulations” of each diocese.

Wealth 
j he did not possess; distinction in the 
world he never aspired to; book 
learning was not his. He was a sim¬ 
ple wage-earner, wedded to his work; 
he was a silent provider and pro¬ 
tector, ever wise and watchful for 
the welfare of his sacred charges. 
The career of Joseph was one long 
and tireless vigil.

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The Old-fashioned Home

W ITH due respect to the enterpris¬ 
ing spirit of young people who 
are inclined to look forward 
rather than backward and spare no 
pains to keep primed up in the ways of 
modern life, I still wonder if we are not 
losing rather than gaining ground in 
pursuit of happiness. In fact I believe 
that the world is advancing so rapidly 
in the way of material progress that the 
better things of life are left behind; 
and like the gleaners of old who fol¬ 
lowed the reapers, we must go back 
afield to gather up these lost treasures 
if we want to further the cause of 
human happiness. 

The reader may be tempted, here, to 
fall into a very common error as to the 
meaning of happiness. He will suppose, 
for example, that my idea of happiness 
is different from his own and so will 
the ideas of other men differ, one from 
the other; and to support that conten¬ 
tion, he will say that some find happi¬ 
ness in a simple life, others in fashion¬ 
able society; some in pursuit of fine arts, 
others again in travel and adventure. 
But, dear reader, you are mistaking, 
here, pleasure for happiness and this is 
the common fallacy of all the ages. 
Pleasure is diversified according to each 
one’s taste and talents and disposition 


and capacity of enjoyment but happi¬ 
ness is one and the same thing for all 
men. Pleasure appeals to the senses but 
happiness appeals to the soul. Pleasure 
is not lasting, happiness will endure for 
time unto eternity. Now then, coming 
back to our subject, let us see if we are 
really drawing nearer to the ideal of 
happiness than our ancestors of long 
ago; and to ascertain that fact, we 
shall compare the home life of other 
days with our own in respect to happi¬ 
ness. 

In the first place we must bear well 
in mind that happiness in this life is 
only temporary and incomplete. Its con¬ 
tinuation and completion can be realized 
only in eternity. Nevertheless a due 
measure of happiness in this life is both 
possible and legitimate. In fact it is 
God’s will that all men should be reason¬ 
ably happy in this life and completely 
happy in the next life. We speak of 
home as the abode of happiness because 
it is the cradle of childhood; where we 
have all felt the influence of a father’s 
care and a mother’s love, our first and 
sweetest impressions. No doubt we can 
find in after life many blessings which 
will make up, in part, for a homeless 
childhood but better than these by far 
is the happy memory of a good home,

which memory we shall carry with us 
all the days of our life. 

It is a great mistake to suppose that 
the old fashioned home did not provide 
social enjoyment for young people. On 
the contrary 1 believe that young people 
did not have to leave home to find 
wholesome amusement and agreeable 
companionship like our young people 
today who are so taken up with the new 
fads of modern society. The reader may 
here object that those were the days of 
slow motion; before the motor car 
whizzed by over the dusty highway and 
people could not travel from home be¬ 
yond a Sabbath day’s journey and 
therefore they stayed at home and en¬ 
joyed themselves as best they could. 
This may be very true but the fact still 
remains that home life then was, by no 
means, as dull as you would suppose, for 
young people were as light-hearted and 
happy and carefree as they are today 
and even old people also shared in their 
pastime and enjoyed the fun of many a 
social evening. 

The original settlers of this country, 
many of whom have long since passed 
away, were men and women of sturdy 
character. They had to be of that type 
in order to make a living and carve out 
a career for themselves and their fam¬ 
ilies in the New world. Those early 
settlements established in the eastern 
provinces of Canada have, naturally 
grown and prospered and advanced in 
the way of material progress. The 
social habits and customs are gradually 
passing away but one thing, however, 
remained constant to this clay, that is, 
the moral standard of right living, once 
set up in the homes and hearts of the 
people. There is nothing so painful to 
one of those old timers as the loss of a 
good name. It was the dread of destroy¬ 
ing the family honor, together with the 
more enlivening motives of faith that 
kept people in the way of pure living 
so that serious offences against moral¬ 
ity were seldom if known among them. 
And 1 tell you, dear reader, there is 
nothing so conducive to happiness as a 


right conscience and a clean heart and a 
good life so remarkably conserved in the 
old-fashioned home. 

Social uplift and moral improvement 
will help considerably to advance the 
cause of happiness, but if the spiritual 
element in life be neglected, then we 
shall not find much happiness here and 
none whatever beyond the grave. The 
object of religion is to develop this spir¬ 
itual element in human life, hence no 
home should be without religion, and 
the more of it the better for the family, 
the better for the community, the bet¬ 
ter for the nation. 

That spirit of household piety, kept 
up from generation to generation in the 
older provinces, cannot fail to inspire 
the stranger with sentiments of respect 
and admiration for the good old faith 
that is in us, that faith once delivered 
to the saints and surviving even to this 
day with increasing vitality and power 
in the homes and hearts of the people. 
Family prayer is an old custom with 
most Catholics of Quebec and the Mari¬ 
time provinces. Before the hour of re¬ 
tiring, the Rosary is recited in common, 
the father leading and the rest respond¬ 
ing. Even to the little tots, gathered 
like chickens about the mother’s knee 
raising their lisping voices with the 
common strain to their Heavenly 
mother “pray for us sinners now and 
at the hour of our death Amen.” 

Now then, dear reader, I trust I have 
not overdrawn this picture of an Old- 
Fashioned Home and in open contrast 
with the Modern Home, with which we 
are more familiar, 1 hope it will appear 
to you, as it does to me, that in our 
march of material progress, we have, 
after all, lost many things which make 
life worth living; and in order to im¬ 
prove our present outlook for happi¬ 
ness, we must go back and reclaim those 
lost treasures, those wholesome lessons 
of long ago, teaching man the rules of 
right conduct and right living, direct¬ 
ing our feet in the way of peace and 
leading to social, moral and spiritual 
perfection which make for happiness 
both here and hereafter. 
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What is the Best Education?

A FEW years ago a prominent edu¬ 
cationist of London, England, 
when speaking in Western Can¬ 
ada, stated that education was not a 
search for that which was informative 
only, but that the ideal to be striven for 
was that which would best equip a boy 
or girl to get the most out of life and 
to put the most into life. It is just pos¬ 
sible that were he asked to define more 
clearly his idea of the best education he 
would say that “to put the most into 
life” was intended to mean and cover 
the many features which seemed lacking 
in his definition and which we would 
consider necessary of inclusion. 

The word “education” means the im¬ 
parting or acquisition of knowledge. 
However, we have heard of educated 
monkeys, horses and other animals, so 
that the word by itself without some 
qualifying adjective does not appear 
sufficiently comprehensive to properly 
describe the status or worth of a human 
mind which we say is educated. The 
question which naturally follows, there¬ 
fore, is “What is an education?” The 
usual answer from the average man on 
the street would be that an education is 
the acquiring of a general knowledge of 
those things about which we need in¬ 
formation to fit us for earning a liveli¬ 
hood. Many volumes have been written 
by various authors in all ages to portray 
their ideas of what constitutes an edu¬ 
cation. Milton said: “A complete and 
generous education fits a man to per¬ 
form justly, skilfully and magnanim¬ 
ously, all the offices, both public and 
private, of peace and war.” 


Some men are in the fortunate posi¬ 
tion of knowing that their sons will suc¬ 
ceed them in business. The problem of 
the best education for their boys is 
thereby made much less difficult than in 
the case of parents who, for obvious 
reasons, are not so favorably situated. 
Those of the latter class far outnumber 
the former and from the viewpoint of 
greater general interest, we shall deal 
with them in preference. They must ask 
and endeavor to correctly answer the 
question: “What is the best education 
for our sons?” At the moment, they 
seldom realize that in this matter, more 
truly than in any other, their ambitions, 
like 

“The best laid schemes o’ mice and men 
Gang aft a-gley, 

And lea’e us nought but grief and pain 
For promised joy.” 

Probably you have peered through 
the dim vista of space and time, and in 
your day dreams pictured your young 
Michael as an eminent jurist, but time 
finds him a second-rate mechanic in a 
factory. John was always “good at 
school and handy around the house,” 
and so you decided he should be an elec¬ 
trical engineer. With what pride you 
would read of his wonderful inventions! 
How they would startle the world! Time 
in its ceaseless course discovers John in 
the afternoon of life as a scene shifter 
in Hollywood. And then there was Mary 
—pretty and trim, quick as a Hash. We 
all remember little Mary at the Friday 
evening school concerts. How smart she 
was and what a wonderful future she 
would have! After graduating from 
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university she would have her picture 
taken in her robe and professor’s hat 
and she would send one back to the old 
folks at home. Mother shared in this 
anticipated joy and often suggested just 
how Mary should look in that photo¬ 
graph ; how her diploma should be held 
to show up better and she wondered 
what rich Uncle Ned would do when he 
got one. Yes, Mary was to study medi¬ 
cine and be the first lady doctor in their 
county. 

Well, somehow or other, things didn’t 
go just the way the home folks calcu¬ 
lated they would. After finishing Grade 
IX, Mary saw a good chance as a ticket 
seller when old Eph Perkins renovated 
the barn, moved it over on to Main 
Street and called it “Dreamland Palace.” 
Again time moves along and Aunt Helen 
says that if Mary will only mind her p’s 
and q’s she will be a"ble to hold her job 
for quite a spell. 

There you have a pretty fair example 
of how the average family turns out in 
spite of the lofty ideals which the par¬ 
ents entertained for their brilliant ca¬ 
reers. Knowing this, is there not some 
education which would be best for all 
cases? 

Suppose we paint a brighter picture. 
Let us borrow the fairy’s wand and turn 
Time backward and start off again with 
the same children. We have been dream¬ 
ing and what a horrible nightmare it 
was! And so with lighter hearts and 
stronger resolve, we find Michael, John 
and Mary doing well. The parents have 
made great sacrifices without murmur¬ 
ing. 

Michael today sits upon the bench in 
the District Court which is being held 
in the old home town. Dear old Mother 
is almost beside herself with joy. The 
little front room has been dusted and 
set in order. The family album is on the 
centre table. Mother opens the book and 
takes a proud peep at little Michael with 
his curls and rocking-horse. It’s no¬ 
body’s business if Mother presses it to 
her lips and breathes a silent prayer of 
gratitude that her boy has done so well. 
Dinner is just about ready now. Mother 
slips out the back door and trips lightly 
over to Mrs. Billy John Dolan’s house to 
see if her good neighbor would care to 
step over to the court house for a few 
minutes just to see how the case is get¬ 
ting on. 


And in the meantime, John has won 
wealth and fame as an electrical en¬ 
gineer in a distant city. He is too busy 
to write home now and Mother says she 
has not seen him for nigh on to seven 
years. Mary established a wonderful 
record at university and is now practis¬ 
ing medicine in Detroit. 

The folks back home often speak of 
the great educations given Michael, 
John and Mary, and how proud of them 
their parents must be. Months passed. 
Years rolled on. The old people are still 
alive but very feeble now. They keep 
to themselves and are not often seen 
down town. Friends drop in occasional¬ 
ly but they seldom speak of the children 
now. Mrs. Brown heard that Michael 
had committed suicide after being re¬ 
moved from the bench. John is in a 
hospital for incurables, the architect of 
his own misfortune. Mary was killed 
in a motor car accident following a wild 
party at a road house near Detroit. Yes, 
they were wonderfully educated all 
right, but did they receive the best edu¬ 
cation ? 

Readers of the Home Annual may be 
interested in knowing that we have mir¬ 
rored for them the history of a family 
of our acquaintance in another land dur¬ 
ing the last twenty-five years. Names, 
positions and places have been substi¬ 
tuted for the originals. 

We now resume our study and again 
ask “What is the best education?” Sup¬ 
posing we agree that it is the mental 
training required by a man to enable 
him to live properly? Very well, then, 
call it that and we proceed a step fur¬ 
ther. Would it not be advisable to come 
to some agreement as to the meaning 
of the expression “to live properly?” 
Let us imagine that we have formed our 
readers into a society to debate this 
matter. At this point some one might 
suggest a special committee to consider 
this part of our task; and so a strong 
committee is selected and retires to the 
side room. Don’t you suppose the first 
thing for that body to decide is why we 
are living and what is it all about? If 
this be decided first, it will be easier to 
report back on the significance of the 
phrase “to live properly.” While wait¬ 
ing for our committee, we might give 
this a little thought ourselves. It is 
worthy of deep study. No one is too 
busy to think it over occasionally.

Nova el Vetera

A BOUT a century ago, various acts 
were passed in England, forbid¬ 
ding child labor, and making a 
limited school attendance compulsory. 
Government grants were accordingly 
made for the provision of schools in 
manufacturing districts, such schools 
being of course Protestant in teaching 
and training. Poor Catholic parents had 
no option but to allow their children to 
attend; with disastrous results to their 
religious beliefs. Against adverse con¬ 
ditions and at great expense and per¬ 
sonal sacrifice Catholics in Great Britain 
finally provided, and still struggle to 
provide, a religious education for their 
children. 

Do we fully realize the importance of 
a Catholic education? Do Catholic par¬ 
ents in Western Canada, especially in 
country districts, make commensurate 
efforts to obtain the priceless gift of a 
religious education for their little ones? 
Are they prepared to make even a tithe 
of the sacrifices made by their fore¬ 
fathers in other lands to obtain this im¬ 
portant end? If not, let them consider 
seriously the words of Cardinal Vaughn, 
“The question of Catholic elementary 
schools is of deep religious import; it is 
a case of life or death to the souls of 
millions.” Undenominational education 
which leaves God, the Author of truth, 
the Source of wisdom and knowledge, 
the Creator of heaven and earth, out of 
the curriculum, is one of the later fruits 
of the religious revolution of the six¬ 
teenth century. 

Sometime ago Canon Raven, an An¬ 
glican divine, in an English weekly, 
“The Outline,” trotted out the hoary old 
tales of the Spanish Inquisition, Gallileo, 
the Massacre of St. Bartholomew’s Day, 
etc., and sternly asked if these were the 
fruits of the Catholic Church. How 
could she possibly be the Church which 
our Divine Saviour established? 

Mr. G. K. Chesterton having genially 
removed the lion’s skin from the mon¬ 
ster presented by the enquiring Canon, 
concluded with a few pertinent remarks 
on the fruits of the so-called Reforma¬ 
tion. “What,” he writes, “are the fruits 
peculiar to the Reformation? I would not 


be so flippant as to say that the answer 
is a lemon, but I might untruly say 
that the answer is an orange.” Far from 
being the blessing, biased historians 
would have us believe the Religious 
Revolution of the sixteenth century, ser¬ 
iously retarded the progress of Europ¬ 
ean civilization. It destroyed the mon- 
astries, with their schools, hospitals, and 
refugees for the poor, and it is only 
within the last century that attempts 
have been made to restore in some 
measure the damage done by the covet¬ 
ous reformers. Birkhauseur, in his 
Church History writes: “The Reforma¬ 
tion everywhere became the fruitful 
source of political intrigue and discord 
of long and cruel civil wars. The evil 
seed it had sown everywhere, bore 
bloody fruit. The religious strifes in 
Switzerland, the revolts of the Hugue¬ 
nots in France and of the Calvinists in 
the Netherlands; the wars of the peas¬ 
ants and Anabaptists in Germany; fin¬ 
ally, the wars of the Protestant princes 
of Germany, against the Empire, were 
the natural results of the discord and 
hatred, which the Reformers by their 
revolutionary teachings had enkindled 
among the peoples of Europe. It was 
the Reformation that made England the 
scene of constantly recurring insurrec¬ 
tions and civil wars from the Pilgrim¬ 
age of Grace till the Great Rebellion,- 
which brought Charles the 1st to the 
block. The Thirty Years War, which 
converted Germany into a vast field of 
desolation and horror was the distinct 
legacy of the Reformation.” 

There were no poor laws necessary in 
Britain previous to the time of Henry 
the Eighth. The poor and aged were 
cared for in the monastries. Surprising 
as it may sound to the ears of the self- 
complacent present day, “The lowest 
period in history in hospital organiza¬ 
tion and nursing came just before our 
time. The 18th century had much better 
hospitals than the 19th; and the 16th 
better than the 18th, and strange as it 
may sound to some ears, some of the 
finest hospitals that the world knows of 
were erected in the later middle ages,” 
Dr. James Walsh in “A History of 
Nursing.” Miss Nutting, after speaking 
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of the progress made in hospitalization 
in earlier centuries, assures us, “It is 
commonly agreed that the darkest per¬ 
iod in the history of nursing was that 
from the latter part of the 17th up to 
the middle of the 19th century. During 
this time the condition of the nursing 
art, the well-being of the patient, and 
the status of the nurse all sank to an in¬ 
describable level of degradation.” 

Dickens describing “Dothbey Hall” in 
“Nicholas Nickleby,” gives some idea of 
the state of education in England in the 
early Victorian age. The Grammar 
schools founded by Edward VI were far 
from replacing the schools attached to 
the six hundred monasteries suppressed 
by “Bluff King Hal.” Indeed the speak¬ 
er of the House of Commons, in 1563 
A.D., spoke of the want of schools and 
schoolmasters in England at that time 
and contrasted the ignorance of his own 
time with the flourishing condition of 
learning in the past. 

England fared no worse than other 
Protestant countries, for Luther, writ¬ 
ing on the same subject bemoans the 
fact that “Under the Popes not a child 
could escape the devil’s broad nets', bar¬ 
ring a rare wonder, so many monaster¬ 
ies and schools were there, but now that 
priests are gone good studies are packed 
off with them.” And again, “The devil 
has misled the people into the belief that 
schooling is useless since the exit of the 
monks, nuns and priests.” 

We might well say of present-day 
romances what the celebrated Belgian 
historian, Professor Kurth, wrote of the 
same type in the Renaissance period. 
“Their imagination projected its mental 
image in the clouds which veiled the 
past and admired itself in a world which 
was nothing but its own reflection,” and 
the reflection, judging by the number of 
sects, would be a decidedly broken 
image. 

We do not admire or seek the fruits 
of an education, which has not for its 
foundation the teachings of Christ. 
Catholic religious education, and its in¬ 
fluence unwittingly accepted by those 
outside the fold, has been the salvation 
of European civilization. For as H. 
Belloc writes, “Europe is the Church 
and the Church is Europe.” The Cath¬ 
olic Church and Her teachings are the 
foundation and leaven of Western civil¬ 
ization. When those teachings have been 


rejected wars and dissension have fol¬ 
lowed. The French Revolution is an ex¬ 
cellent example of the fruits of the 
teachings of Rousseau and Voltaire. The 
unrest of the present day is the result 
of aberration from Christ and His 
Church. 


Education includes “all those exper¬ 
iences by which intelligence is developed, 
knowledge acquired, and character 
formed.” It must, to be complete, be 
moral, intellectual and physical. A 
course in athletics may develop a strong 
back and a weak mind; a purely mental 
education, an intellectual monstrosity; 
exclusively moral instruction, without 
the guidance of intellect and reasonable 
attention to health conditions, may lead 
to a silly pietism. As Fr. Martindale, 
S.J., speaking of the late Sir Bertram 
Windle, writes: “Science without char¬ 
ity inflates ; charity without science ex- 
travagates; science along with charity 
creates.” His talk had nothing of the 
penury of that which excludes God and 
His grace; nor of the vagueness of that 
pietism which takes no trouble to ascer¬ 
tain the facts. But this man, who went 
to Holy Communion, and who studied 
hard, was constructive; and may this 
stand firm as his enduring panegyric.” 

The family is unquestionably the cor¬ 
nerstone of the state and parents have 
an inalienable right; a trust reposed in 
them by Almighty God to bring up their 
offspring in the knowledge, love and 
service of their Creator. Parents co¬ 
operated with God Himself to bring 
children into the world and in them de¬ 
volves the duty to see that the souls 
entrusted to them shall reach eternal 
happiness, in so far as lies in their 
power. Undoubtedly children should be 
educated to take their place in the 
world; but it is far more important that 
they be educated to take their place in 
eternity. Care of the body may come 
first in order of time; cultivation of the 
intellect is a necessity for a rational 
being; but in order of importance, moral 
and religious education comes first, for 
religion and morality lead to the highest 
and most lasting happiness. Mere book¬ 
learning is not by any means the meas¬ 
ure of personal happiness or public use¬ 
fulness; but sound morality, whether 
united to scholarship or not, is essential 
to the happiness of the individual and 
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valuable to one’s country and fellow- 
citizens. 

Undoubtedly then, religion is the most 
important element of the child’s educa¬ 
tion, which is to prepare him for his 
duties in life, and surely the worship of 
His Creator takes precedence of all 
others. Parents teach their children 
truthfulness, honesty and other prin¬ 
ciples of natural religion. When they 
are blessed with a knowledge of God’s 
revelation it is their sacred duty to give 
their children a Christian education. 

Governments in many parts of the 
world and enemies of religion are each 
year more and more advocating unrea¬ 
sonable systems of education, which re¬ 
gard the individual as a mere puppet of 
the state instead of as a child of God. 
In this they disregard the natural rights 
of parents. They ignore the probability 
that the youth of the land may become 
imbued with the political principles of 
the ruling party and be led to irreligion 
and indifference, if not abhorrence, to 
all that their forefathers held sacred. 
Such state control would destroy indi¬ 
vidual liberty; it would make the people 
the veritable slaves of every scheming 
demagogue who won control of the 
state; the liberties and rights won 
through the centuries at a terrible price 
of tears and suffering would be lost and 
might never be regained. For these 
rights and liberties, the expression of 
the free-will of a rational being created 
by God, the Catholic Church has fought 
through the ages and the American 
Declaration of Independence was based 
on a sound foundation, which they will 
violate at their peril when it stated: 
“We hold these truths to be self-evident 
that all men are created equal; that they 
are endowed by their Creator with cer¬ 
tain inalienable rights; that among 
them are life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness.” 

There are many people who still re¬ 
main in the Dark Ages, which began 
shortly after the Reformation, who per¬ 
sist in regarding the Catholic Church as 
the enemy of science and progress. Hav¬ 
ing had for their mental pabulum, falsi¬ 
fied histories and books on various sub¬ 
jects by prejudiced writers, they are ex¬ 
traordinarily ignorant of the world’s 
debt to the Catholic Church in science, 
as in every other line of endeavor. It 
would seem that these men seek to keep 
their people in ignorance of the true 


facts of history, lest knowing the truth 
they might study the Catholic Faith and 
be converted. Indeed we might well say 
of those who accuse the Catholic Church 
of keeping her children in the dark, 
“Mutato nomine de te fabula narratur.” 

Civilization is not of rapid growth. 
It develops slowly and flowers late. The 
people of the present generation are en¬ 
joying the fruits of a civilization, the 
seeds of which were sown by the Cath¬ 
olic Church thirteen hundred years ago. 
In history, as in nature, there can be 
no effect without an adequate cause, all 
things are bound together by the law 
of cause and effect. To imagine that our 
present civilization developed in a cen¬ 
tury or two is illogical and contrary to 
the facts of history. How could men in 
the Renaissance Period have appreciat¬ 
ed the New Learning if they were not 
already educated? How many men of 
the present day would wax enthusiastic 
over Latin and Greek manuscripts? 
Modern genius had for its parent the 
Middle Ages, the fruits of the labors of 
the Catholic Church through preceding 
centuries. Very briefly what did happen 
was as follows: 

The edict of Milan (312 A.D.), pro¬ 
mulgated by Constantine the Great, 
recognized Christianity and soon it be¬ 
came the religion of the Roman Empire. 
Henceforth the Catholic Faith was 
known as the Religion of Rome. 

Two centuries later dark clouds gath¬ 
ered slowly on the horizon, disturbing 
the serenity of the world and announc¬ 
ing the advent of the Barbarian inva¬ 
sion. Now just as Europeans and their 
descendants in other lands, cannot im¬ 
agine that modern civilization may 
perish and Asiatic peoples destroy it. 
without reducing the world to chaos and 
primeval savagery, the Romans of the 
5th century could form no conception 
of a community of nations save under 
the Roman form and with Rome as its 
head. But the day came when the Roman 
Empire was shattered and divided 
among the marauding and despised 
tribes of northern Europe. Hordes of 
barbarians, gigantic in stature, shaggy 
and unkempt, covered with skins and 
rags, ill-smelling, coarse, brutal, ignor¬ 
ant, talking a hoarse and unintelligible 
jargon, spread everywhere and the Em¬ 
pire was no more. It must have seemed 
the end of all things to men of those far 
off days. For to them the end of the

T HAT woman is in danger of los¬ 
ing the exalted place which dur¬ 
ing many centuries she has held 
in the eyes of men, is an opinion that 
grows more pronounced as the vagaries 
of ultra-feminists in thought and fash¬ 
ion tend ever more strongly to force her 
back into that position which she held 
before the influence of Christianity 
brought her spiritual and cultural eman¬ 
cipation. To the majority of modernistic 
observers this view of the present-day 
condition of woman will appear as the 
exact reverse of actuality; for there is 
no doctrine more consistently pro¬ 
claimed than that which places to the 
credit of modern ideas of civilization the 
liberation of womankind from the fet¬ 
ters which convention had fastened 
upon her. 

Looking at the matter superficially 
we concede the victory claimed by the 
so-called “moderns”; neither can there 
be any doubt that many of the changes 
which have occurred in the relative 
status of woman during the last twenty 
years are of inestimable benefit to her. 
But it is equally true that in that very 
flush of independence and undreamed-of 
liberties which woman has in the space 
of a few years come to regard as her 
most priceless possession, there lurks a 
danger which, unless avoided, will work 
incalculable harm to her cause. That 
danger is excess. 

The feverish attempt visible on all 
sides today to bring woman onto a plane 
of absolute equality with man, is an 
effort in a wrong direction, because it 
leaves out of consideration the fact that 
man and woman are complementary, not 
competitive beings. Neither can exist 
without the other; both will suffer if 
either insists on ignoring what is in fact 
basic to the happiness and the progress 
of humanity—namely, a wholesome 
family life wherein the woman no less 
than the man recognizes not the equality 
but the superiority of each in those par¬ 
ticular spheres of duty and of influence 
which God has assigned them. 

While woman does in our day, more 
so, perhaps, than at any other time, 


wield an influence based directly on her 
own initiative and accomplishments, her 
outstanding contribution must of neces¬ 
sity continue to be exerted indirectly 
through her intelligence, her co-opera¬ 
tion, and the example of her virtues as 
a home-builder. Once we forget that 
fact we are likely to set out on trails 
that lead into grave difficulties. Of 
course, as long as the majority of 
women retain the will to play the part 
that is marked for them, the balance of 
society will not be seriously disturbed. 
Even at this early stage, however, signs 
are not wanting that men are already 
beginning to resent the extremes to 
which feminism is proceeding—a trend 
of activity that can not fail in ending in 
disaster except in rare instances. The 
normal life of woman as of man is that 
of the family; outside of it she may find 
diversion and even financial independ¬ 
ence, but what she wins is heavily out¬ 
weighed by what she loses. 

In view of these reflections, it is not 
difficult to appraise the importance of 
the education of our girls and young 
women, surrounded as they are by con¬ 
ditions not all of which are favorable 
to the development of modern woman¬ 
hood in the right direction. Among 
Catholics there can never be any ques¬ 
tion as to the place which woman must 
occupy in the social order. No matter 
how gifted she may be or how capable 
of competing with man in the pursuit 
of honors or the accumulation of riches, 
the fact remains that woman’s pre¬ 
destined sphere of activity and of in¬ 
fluence is the home. For education to 
neglect that fact is just as serious a mis¬ 
take as it is for woman to disregard it; 
and if our Catholic institutions of learn¬ 
ing had no other point in their favor, 
the fact that they provide a thorough 
religious training and an atmosphere 
redolent with the highest ideals of cul¬ 
ture, would be enough to assure for them 
the support of all people whose judg¬ 
ment of re'al values has not been im¬ 
paired by contact with superficiality. 

Religious training, as part of the 
course of studies necessary to the proper 
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The Religious Education of Children 

By Miss Evelyn C. Myer. University of Alberta 


THAT is religious education? To 
/ make this clear we need to clari¬ 
fy our minds as to certain popu¬ 
lar conceptions of education. Education 
means much more than instruction; re¬ 
ligion means much more than instruc¬ 
tion in religion. Many think of an educa¬ 
tional institution as a place where pupils 
sit at desks and teachers preside over 
classes, so from this point of view, a 
Sunday school would be almost the only 
institution for the religious education 
of children in existence, because it is 
the only one exclusively devoted to im¬ 
parting instruction to children in speci¬ 
fically religious subjects. Such a view 
would limit religious training to the 
formal teaching of the Bible and relig¬ 
ious dogma by parents. Religi s e - 
cation is the whole process, of which 
instruction is only a part. 

In the simplest possible terms, re¬ 
ligious education means the training of 
persons to live the religious life and to 
do their work in the world as religious 
persons. It must mean, then, the de¬ 
velopment of character; it includes the 
aim, in the parents’ minds, to bring 
their children up to the measure of 
stature of the fulness of -Jesus Christ. 
This religious education should be con¬ 
tinuous. It cannot be accomplished in 
a single period—it pervades not only the 
spoken words, but also the actions, the 
aims and the very atmosphere of the 
home. 

The American ideal, at present, 
seems to me to be that the man shall 
be the money-maker, the woman the 

rial organizer and the children—well! 
they shall be committed to hired shep¬ 
herds, as it were, or left to shift for 
themselves. 

Where the home is only an oppoi un¬ 
ity for self-indulgence, it easily becomes 
a cheap boarding house, a sort of pri¬ 
vate hotel, a sleeping shelf, or an imple¬ 
ment for social advantage. While it is 
true that the general economic develop¬ 
ments have effected marked changes in 
domestic economy, the happiness and 
efficiency of the family do not depend 
wholly on the parlor, the kitchen or the 
clothes closet. Rather, everything de¬ 


pends on whether the home and family 
are considered in adequate and worthy 
t i ms. Homes are reckless because fam¬ 
ilies refuse to take home-living in re¬ 
ligious terms. Homes are often organ¬ 
ized and conducted to satisfy personal 
desires, rather than to meet religious 
responsibilities; these desires become 

is rathei than agencies and oppor¬ 
tunities. 

Education is assuredly a weighty re¬ 
sponsibility for all concerned. During 
these days devoted to educational con¬ 
siderations let those responsible—espe¬ 
cially parents—take thought of how 
they may best secure and promote the 
interests of the true religious training 
for their charges. True education is :he 
future already won. The child of today 
is basic to the social welfar- f tomor¬ 
row. He is our chance to pay to to¬ 
morrow all that we owe to yesterday. 
Here, verily, is a cause worthy of con¬ 
sideration, worth y of generosity, 
worthy of devotion, worthy of sacrifice. 

The first and dominant reason for 
the need of religious training is to instil 
into the hearts of the young the love 
and fear of the Good. I hold, even at 
the cost of being called old-fashioned, 
that neither in ancient nor in modern 
lavs, i i i ies nor in 

archies, is it possible to get along with¬ 
out Almighty God. W e must, for our 
government and our lives, seek His 
sanction, acknowledge His power and 
observe His laws. These things we can¬ 
not know unless we are taught and 
trained. It is not, however, to sanction 
and sustain human society and govern¬ 
ment alone that religious instruction is 
imparted by us. No 1 it has a higher 
motive; namely, that for life here and 
that other life we believe in, religion is 
a necessity and consequently also is its 
teaching. 

I use the words from the Bible “Suffer 
the little ones to come unto me, and for¬ 
bid them not" to furnish a possible text 
on which to build a plea for the teaching 
of the Bible to the young. In what way 
could children be brought up to love this 
kind Man of Galilee more than by 
reading the story of His birth, life and 
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death and by drinking in, word by word, 
the beautiful parables? Jesus of Nazar¬ 
eth is most clear and lovable, most 
thoughtful and kind, as He walks down 
the Gospel ways. Any child can under¬ 
stand the lessons of the Master for He 
imparts His teachings in the language 
of ordinary persons. Yet it is 
a language that could not be improved 
by artifice of style. The child who has 
fed his soul daily on the book of Holy 
Writ has indeed trained himself in the 
best school of morals, while he has 
learned also the meaning of true wis¬ 
dom. A perusal of the life of Abraham 
Lincoln will, at this point, prove worth 
while. I would like to give one little in¬ 
cident which happened when the Lincoln 
family were very poor, and lived miles 
from any town or school. His good 
mother, realizing that “Abe” should be 
in school, decided to teach him herself; 
but the only book available was the Holy 
Bible. Consequently for many years, in 
fact for the greater part of his boyhood 
days, “Abe,” with his mother’s help, 
received his education from the Bible 
only. Whence, many say, came his 
greatness, for truly he was one of the 
greatest statesmen who ever lived. So 
in view of the way the world swings 
today, since Bible reading ceased in 
schools, and the difference in lives pre¬ 
viously, during the period of Bible read¬ 
ing in the schools, people of wisdom 
would unanimously vote for Bible read¬ 
ing to be revived again in the schools of 
our Canada. 

The Sunday school with its one hour 
of religion on a Sunday is indeed a poor 
substitute for the regular day-in and 
day-out teaching in schools. We all 
complain that religion is made too much 
a mere Sunday business, but at the 
same time, by relegating its teaching to 
the one day in the week, we help fasten 
in the minds of the children the idea 
that religion is for Sunday and for Sun¬ 
day alone. I do strongly object to the 
setting up of a system of education 
which makes no provision for the sub¬ 
ject which every real educator holds 
to be the most important of all—indeed 
the very basis of all education—religion. 

Some people believe that the solution 
of this whole problem is the “invention” 
of a religion which would be the great 
common denominator and which would 
satisfy everybody—this is their idea of 
the proper kind of religion to be taught 
in schools. As someone has well ex¬ 


pressed it, this is the “religion of no¬ 
body, taught by anybody and paid for 
by everybody.” To my mind this would 
not solve the problem, as religions are 
too sacred to be “invented” by any par¬ 
ticular person or persons. 

It is contended that the Old Testa¬ 
ment is not wholesome reading for the 
young, and that it is not advisable to 
put the Bible into their hands. The Old 
Testament is largely a history of a race 
most human in virtues and vices which 
are dealt with in plain language. I 
would suggest that the person teaching 
the children should, at such a time, 
choose wisely those parts of the history 
which with prudent omission may be 
changed into story form. How slight 
a portion is the difficult part of the Old 
Testament in comparison to the glorious 
whole! Then too, our children learn 
more in the way of evil doing from 
novels, magazines and movies than they 
learn from the Bible, which is the word 
of God. 

In teaching religion, as in teaching 
any other subject, it is of vital import¬ 
ance to bear in mind that we are deal¬ 
ing with undeveloped human nature. 
This consideration is fundamental, for 
if it is not properly observed, all efforts 
will be in vain. Some of our religious 
concepts are the result of an enormous 
intellectual labor that has been going 
on for centuries and to which the keen¬ 
est minds have contributed their very 
best. It is not likely that the mind of 
the child will be able to assimilate easily 
ideas that are the fruit of a long pro¬ 
cess of mental elaboration. 

In teaching religion nothing is more 
essential than sincere reverence, which 
must pervade every word that is spoken, 
and every illustration that is chosen. 
All the dominant notes of simplicity and 
refinement should be clearly exhibited. 
Extravagance, exaggeration and special 
characterization can have no becoming 
company with ideals which are already 
too noble and beautiful to need such 
vanities. 

I maintain that over-instruction is 
far more harmful than under-instruc¬ 
tion. It is better to sin by defect than 
by excess. The interpretation of relig¬ 
ious ideals is made in terms of the inter¬ 
preter and the language, imagery, 
must be fashioned to suit that particular 
learning or activity which is character¬ 
istic of the children being taught. The 
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ideal of religion should never be inter¬ 
preted in terms which lead the child to 
imagine himself in experiences which 
are not possible to his stage in life. 
There should follow the development of 
natural interest and curiosity. 

Christian truths are not to be poured 
into the minds of children and packed 
down like grain in a sack, and the chil¬ 
dren are not then to be told to go forth, 
that they have learned all the informa¬ 
tion they require and that all they need 
to do then is to live up to the letter of 
what they have been taught and they 
will be saved. Such spiritless handling 
of life-giving truths is not vital teach¬ 
ing. 

Mightier, nobler, and greater than the 
whole material universe is the mind of 
man. The mind is man’s chief title to 
nobility. But what is it without devel¬ 
opment, without education? Every per¬ 
son begins his conscious life with but 
few well-defined, instinctive adjust¬ 
ments to environment, but with a multi¬ 
tude of undeveloped, instructive tenden¬ 
cies and capacities. Shakespeare makes 
Hamlet say: 

“What is man 

If his chief good and market of his 
time 

Be but to sleep and feed? A beast, no 
more. 

Sure he that made us with such large 
discourse 

Looking before and after, gave us not 
That capability and god-like reason 
To rust in us unused.” 

Develop, to be sure, the reason by all 
means, but to develop the reason is not 
enough. Hamlet himself is a striking 
example of the insufficiency of mere 
intelligence. Great as was his mind, 
weakness of will paralyzses his resolu¬ 
tion and frustrates his every resolve. 
Mind without will is mere futility. The 
mind must be formed in truth and the 
will trained in habits of virtue. There 
is no virtue or morality without relig¬ 
ion ; no religion—ordinarily speaking— 
without education in religion and re¬ 
ligion in education. Religious education 
is preparation for complete living here 
and hereafter. Paramount then is edu¬ 
cation and its very soul is religion. 

The Catechism is, to my mind, a 
good text book and rightly holds a place 
of honor among the subjects of instruc¬ 
tion, and should be regarded as the pri¬ 
mary obligation of every Christian 


teacher. The “Penny Catechism” as it 
is sometimes called not only is an aid 
to fostering a lively interest in the sub¬ 
ject of religion but from the very nature 
of the matter treated therein we cannot 
fail to see that a copy of “Butler’s 
Catechism” is invaluable. 

A portion of the Catechism should be 
taught to children every day, if not in 
the school, then certainly in the home. 
We should arouse and maintain the in¬ 
terest of the children from the begin¬ 
ning to the end of the Catechism 
periods. Self-activity and general con¬ 
versation is urged, but among the 
younger, it is wise to keep conversation 
on religious topics pretty well under our 
control. However, when children reach 
the high school age methods must be 
used to secure self expression. 

The “Imitation of Christ,” by Thomas 
a Kempis, is one of the greatest books 
in the world. It is a human document 
and its tones ring true to universal 
human experience. The child will find 
this delightful book laden with Beauti¬ 
ful lessons. Let him open the book at 
any page and he will find something to 
suit his frame of mind. I would say 
that a child’s religious education is far 
from adequate if he does not read at 
least part of this great work periodi¬ 
cally. 

The home is where boys and girls are 
laying the. foundations to become God¬ 
fearing men and women, an honor both 
to the Church and their country. Relig¬ 
ion should form an integral part in the 
home. It is in the home where the child 
should be taught to realize that all 
knowledge comes from God, and is use¬ 
ful, really, only insofar as it will lead 
him to God. 

Every night the children should be 
accustomed to kneel beside their mother 
to say their evening prayers. It is an 
excellent plan to encourage the children 
to pray, to form the habit of closing the 
day with quiet, grateful thoughts. Of 
course it must be instilled into their 
hearts that these evening prayers are 
not a part of a price paid, a system of 
daily taxation in return for tire many 
benefits heaven furnishes us. We must 
see beyond the little kneeling, white- 
robed figure at our knee and realize 
that there is no hour so rich in possi¬ 
bilities for this growing life. 

Family worship appears to be a thing 
of the past but are we justified in doing 
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away with it? Everything seems to de¬ 
pend at first on how much we desire to 
have family worship, whether we see 
in it beauty and knitting home ties, in 
the elevation of the family spirit and 
in the strengthening of the religious 
ideas. There are few families where 
the members can not assemble for at 
least ten minutes after the evening meal 
to participate in worship. This is nec¬ 
essary for the sake of the ideal unity 
of the family life. The expression of 
religion in definite forms is necessary 
for children, as furnishing a means by 
which they can manifest their feeling 
of the higher meaning of family life. 

A point I would like to stress is the 
present day attitude towards and ob¬ 
servation of Sunday. Sunday is the day 
we call God’s day; it ought then to be 
the day reserved for the best in life, a 
day looked upon as one of family unity. 
Business and social life claim us all the 
week, and the church claims its share 
of this one day.. Sunday afternoon 
should be kept apart for home life—for 
the closer drawing together of children 
and parents. 

Next to Christian Doctrine, the 
branch which appeals to the spiritual 
side of the life of the child is the art 
of music. It is most religious among all 
arts. Religious feelings and emotions 
find their deepest expression in music 
alone. My idea of music and its relation 
to religion is very similar to Aristotle’s 
idea of music in bringing about the 
purification of the soul—the famous 
Doctrine of Katharsis. Music influ¬ 
ences, strengthens, and purifies the 
mind and elevates it to things of the 
higher world. It is an art which ex¬ 
presses man’s religious thoughts and 
feelings, when human language fails to 
do so. Music should be set before the 


child as something holy, heavenly, as 
the language of angels. As music seems 
to be a part of child nature and as it is 
such a power for good, since religious 
truths are bound up with music and 
singing, who can estimate its education¬ 
al value in the religious training of 
youth ? 

If we accept Shakespeare’s dictum 
“Things bad begun make strong them¬ 
selves by ill” (Macbeth, Act III, Scene 
II), why not admit the converse of the 
proposition and hold that things well 
begun make strong themselves by good ? 
Solid foundations are required for high 
buildings, intellectual as well as mater¬ 
ial. Solid foundations! There is a 
world of difference between a truth that 
has been merely intellectually appre¬ 
hended and one which has been exper¬ 
ienced. The former possesses but a 
slight hold on the individual. It quickly 
passes from the mind and can be easily 
dislodged by a stronger impression. 
Strictly speaking, then, it is not a solid 
foundation. 

When a person, after school life dis¬ 
cards religion, one may rest assured 
that the person had never truly exper¬ 
ienced the meaning of religion. He had 
never felt it thrill his soul or tug at his 
heartstring. Sorry to say, it had never 
been more to him than a matter of aca¬ 
demic assent. 

Religious training is, as I said before, 
an investment in the future. For time 
and eternity the character of the child 
will bear the marks of the gentle hourly 
chiseling. Only after years of training 
will the results truly come to light.

Roman Empire was the end of the 
world. 

It is precisely at this point, however, 
that the Catholic Church enters upon 
her important role of educator and civ¬ 
ilizing agent. It is difficult to see how 
civilization could have been saved from 
destruction had the Church not inter¬ 
vened. Far from treating the barbar¬ 
ians with hatred and contempt, the 
Catholic Church unlocked the treasures 
of wisdom and grace to these savage 
pagans. She gradually softened the sav¬ 
age nature of the conquerors, taught 
them to till the soil and trained them 
in the arts and crafts. She built monas¬ 
teries and when the nations became 
more stabilized opened schools for the 
instruction of the young. With the 
progress of time and advancement of 
learning she erected universities such 
as Salerno, Padua, Bologna, Paris, 
Montpellier, Salamanca, Louvain, Leip- 
sic, Frieburg, Oxford, Cambridge, Glas¬ 
gow. It is strange that those who bear 
degrees and titles inaugurated by the 
Catholic Church should so far forget 
the origin of their honors as to malign 
her. 

To give even a brief summary of what 
the world owes the Catholic Church 
would be far beyond the limits of this 
paper. The mention of a few of the 
more important contributions to the 
world’s progress will indicate how much 
civilization is indebted to her. 

Architecture, music, sculpture and 
painting are regarded as criteria of the 
civilization of which they are the out¬ 
come. The numerous cathedrals, uni¬ 
versities and other gems of architecture 
built before the 16th century are, there¬ 
fore, evidence of the high cultivation of 
the men of the Middle Ages. If the ar¬ 
tistic works of Catholics in music, paint¬ 
ing and sculpture were destroyed, 
Christian civilization would have very 
little to show. 

Roman, Grecian and Babylonian civil¬ 
izations are judged by such works of art 
as being in a very advanced state; how 
then can the influence of the Catholic 
Church on modern civilization be 
doubted ? 

The contributions of the Catholic 
Church and her children to civilization in 
more practical matters have been equal¬ 


ly important. A mention of a few of 
them may be of interest: 

Manufacture of silk, water-mills, win¬ 
dow glass (601) ; organs, musical scale 
or gamut, Gregorian chant, paper made 
of cotton or linen, clocks and watches, 
glass staining, gunpowder, mariner’s 
compass, thermometer, telescope, mic¬ 
roscope, calendar, printing press, wear¬ 
ing of satin and broadcloth, spectacles, 
camera obscura, magic lantern, elec¬ 
tricity, radium, submarine, aeroplane 
and aeronautics, steamboat navigation 
as early as 1543 by Blasco de Garay. 

In astronomy we find such names as 
those of Cardinal Nicholas de Cusa 
(discoverer of the Heliocentric system), 
Copernicus, Le Verrier, Secchi, Laplace. 

Roger Bacon, a Franciscan monk, was 
the father of modern physics. The 
names of Volta, Galvani, Ampere and 
Ohm, all sterling Catholics, are en¬ 
shrined in the very terminology of elec¬ 
tricity. Their discoveries made possible 
the telephone, telegraph and other uses 
of electricity; not the least important 
wireless invented by another Catholic, 
Marconi. 

Lavoisier is termed the Father of 
Modern Chemistry; others distinguished 
in this branch of science were Thenard, 
J. B. Dumas, Von Liebig, Schoenbein. 
Geology owes much to Bishop Stenson, 
Cuvier, J. Dana, L. de Beaumont, A. 
Dumont. 

Medicine — Morgagni (Father of 
Pathology, Vesalius (Father of An¬ 
atomy), Rene Laennec (scientific diag¬ 
nosis and auscultation), Louis Pasteur 
(whom Lord Lister spoke of as the 
greatest genius of modern medical 
science), Achillim, Carpi, Massa, Mon- 
dino, Fallopius, Eustachius, Caius, Jo¬ 
hann Muller, Theodore Schwann (Eellu- 
lar Theory), Claude Bernard, Madame 
Currie discovered radium and Roentgen 
X-rays. What is left of the science of 
medicine without these discoveries? 
Other important names in science are 
those of Abbot Mendel, Latrelle and 
Wasmann. These are only a few from 
the long list given by Fr. Kneller, S.J., 
in his book on this subject. 

Well might Gladstone, the eminent 
British statesman and scholar exclaim, 
“Since the first three hundred years of 
persecution the Roman Catholic Church 
has marched for fifteen hundred years 
at the head of human civilization, and 
has driven harnessed to its chariot as 
the horses of a triumphal car, the chief 
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intellectual and material forces of the 
world. Its art, the art of the world. Its 
genius, the genius of the world. Its 
greatness, glory, grandeur, and majesty 
have been almost, though not absolutely, 
all that in these respects the world has 
had to boast of.” 

The Catholic Church is now and al¬ 
ways has been the mother of art, the 
patron of science, the lover of learning, 
the unfailing champion of all that makes 
for true civilization and advancement. 
We, her children, should be proud of our 
glorious Catholic heritage, but how 
many there are who are ignorant of 
what the Catholic Church believes and 
teaches, and what she has done both 
spiritually and materially for the wel¬ 
fare of mankind. There are many chil¬ 
dren of Catholic parents scattered 
throughout the West in grave danger of 
losing their faith, because they are not 
receiving a Christian education and fre¬ 
quently hear their Holy Faith belittled. 
If there were more Sisters, then many 
more Catholic schools and hospitals 
could be opened and the children in¬ 
structed and brought under Catholic in¬ 
fluence. Up to the present there have 
been comparatively few vocations to the 
religious life. Are our young Catholic 
women less willing than those of past 
generations to deny themselves and ac¬ 
cept the invitation of Our Divine Sav¬ 
iour “Come, Follow Me”? 

In the entrance hall of the Notre 
Dame Convent, Norwich, there hangs a 
picture which is in strange contrast to 
the austere surroundings. It is the pic¬ 
ture of a young and beautiful girl, evi¬ 
dently one of the spoiled favorites of 
fortune, accustomed to a life of ease and 
comfort. It is the picture of Lady Mary 
Petre. Entering the community hall, if 
we are so privileged, we, find hanging 
on the walls pictures of religious sub¬ 
jects and one or two photographs of 
members of the community. We stand 
before one which is that of Sister Mary 
of St. Francis, she holds a crucifix in her 
hands while her face wears an expres¬ 
sion of great holiness and sweetness, 
though the features are strong and the 
smiling mouth very firm. The two pic¬ 
tures are of the same person for Lady 
Mary Petre devoted her life and a large 


fortune to the service of God and her 
neighbor. But for her and others like 
her the Catholic Schools of Great Brit¬ 
ain would have been doomed, humanly 
speaking. 

Our Lord compares the Kingdom of 
Heaven to a pearl of great price, to pos¬ 
sess which is worth every sacrifice. We 
may well speak of the religious life as 
a pearl of inestimable value; a treasure 
which is far beyond anything this world 
can offer. By its nature it is calculated 
to lead a soul to holiness and established 
her permanently on the road to perfec¬ 
tion. It opposes the enemies of the soul 
with the vows of poverty, chastity and 
obedience. To the lust of wealth, pov- 
ei’ty; to the desire of pleasure, with its 
concupiscence, Angelic purity to earthly 
ambitions, the practice of obedience. 
The religious becomes the spouse of 
Christ and the restraint of her exceed¬ 
ing love for Him frees her from the 
slavery of this world with its consuming 
care of the body and material things. 
Is there any earthly happiness which 
can compare with the joys of St. Mar¬ 
garet Mary, St. Theresa of the Child 
Jesus or of St. Rose of Lima to whom, 
when the end drew nigh, the Mother of 
God, her Angel Guardian and St. Cath¬ 
erine of Sienna appeared, and Our 
Divine Saviour in her last moments 
whispered to her “Rosa cordis mei, tu 
mihi spousa esto.” Rose of My Heart, 
be thou my Spouse. 

In the midst of the world the white 
robe of innocence, received in baptism, 
is easily sullied, the burning light of 
Faith and Charity is sometimes extin¬ 
guished. In the religious life St. Ber¬ 
nard tells us, “A man lives more purely, 
falls more rarely, rises more speedily, is 
bedewed more frequently, dies more con¬ 
fidently, is purified more quickly and 
rewarded more abundantly.” The har¬ 
vest indeed is great but the laborers are 
few. Many follow Christ in His triumph, 
but few walk with Him to Calvary. But 
such as follow Him will be consoled in 
their last moments by the welcome of 
the Divine Lover to Paradise.

“I came forth from the Father, and am come into the world, again I 
leave the world and I go to the Father.”—Verse 28 of the 16th Chap, according 
to St. John. 


N EXT to the existence of a Supreme 
Being and Creator, the most fun¬ 
damental of all Christian dogmas 
is the Divinity of Jesus Christ. The 
teaching of God’s Church has always 
been, is today, and will be to the end of 
time, that Jesus Christ is God. We be¬ 
lieve and dearly hold that He who was 
born in Bethlehem’s stable of Mary of 
Nazareth is no other than the Promised 
One of the Eternal Ages, the Second 
Person of the ever-blessed Trinity, the 
Word of God incarnate. We believe of 
Jesus Christ that in Him were united 
in the personality of the Word, a Divine 
and human nature—that He was truly 
God and truly man. 

In my further consideration of this 
great question of the Divine character 
of our Redeemer, I am going to try to 
get away from theological formulae and 
the rather difficult languages of the 
schools. I wish to place before you dear 
readers, in simple language a few con¬ 
siderations which should arrest atten¬ 
tion in the minds of all who are sin¬ 
cerely seeking truth; considerations 
which should make it a rather easy mat¬ 
ter, with God’s help, for anyone to 
accept Christ as Divine. 

First of all, let us consider Sin. Sin 
in the beginning estranged man from 
God. Sin is essentially a violence of the 
Creature towards the Creator. Sin of 
its very nature destroys the friendship 
which should exist between man and 
God. In that it is an offence against an 
Infinite Being it becomes in a very real 
sense infinite in itself and for its repar¬ 
ation requires the offices of an Infinite 
Being. If a person offers insult to a 
magistrate on the street it is considered 
a very great offence. If the same insult 
is offered a judge of a Superior Court 
it is considered much graver. And, if 
to the Governor of the State or Prov¬ 
ince, the same offence is offered, it is 
considered very great indeed. We can 
see how sin being an offence against the 
Eternal and Almighty God becomes in¬ 
finite and requires infinite reparation; 


we see immediately the necessity of a 
Divine Redeemer, of a Redeemer, who 
is Infinite, who is God. 

Now, such a Redeemer was promised 
after Man’s first sin. God, speaking to 
the Evil One in Paradise after Man’s 
fall said, “I will put enmities between 
thee and the woman, and thy seed and 
her seed; she shall crush thy head and 
thou shalt lie in wait for her heel.” This 
promise of a second Eve, whose seed 
would crush the powers of evil, was 
handed down from generation to gen¬ 
eration through untold centuries. God 
never ceased to send prophets to an¬ 
nounce and to describe the circum¬ 
stances of time, place and persons con¬ 
nected with the birth, life, and death of 
the promised Messiah, who was to make 
reparation for Man’s sin and give to 
the world a new revelation destined for 
all time and for all nations. If we read 
the Old Testament we find there in the 
inspired words of the Prophets the time 
when the Messiah was to appear on the 
Earth, the family to which he was to 
belong, the city in which he was to be 
born. We find, indeed, in elaborate de¬ 
tail the story of Christ’s birth, life, 
preaching, miracles, sufferings, death, 
and triumph over death and the world. 
And this Promised One was to be, ac¬ 
cording to Isaiah, Immanuel, “God with 
us;” He was to be “Christ the Annoint- 
ed One;” He was to be the “Holy of 
Holies” as described in Psalms 4 and 
15; He was to be according to Chapter 
9 of Isaiah, “The Admirable, the Coun¬ 
sellor, the Mighty God, the Father of 
the Coming Ages, the Prince of Peace.” 

One thousand nine hundred and 
twenty-nine years ago Jesus Christ was 
born into this world. I need not stop 
to describe the supernatural manifesta¬ 
tions which made glorious the first 
Xmas night. We could say much of the 
many tokens which God gave the world 
of Christ’s Divine Sonship. We omit 
full reference to all those things and 
simply say that Jesus Christ said of 
Himself that He was God, that He was 
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the Promised One of the Eternal God, 
that He was Divine. “Search the Scrip¬ 
tures,” He said to the Jews, “for the 
same are they that give testimony of 
Me.” At another time having entered 
the Synagogue, a place of religious wor¬ 
ship in Nazareth, He opened the Scrip¬ 
tures and quoted a passage from the 
prophet Isaiah: “The spirit of the Lord 
is upon Me. Wherefore He hath ap¬ 
pointed Me to preach the Gospel to the 
poor. He hath sent Me to heal the con¬ 
trite of heart. To preach deliverance to 
the captives, to give sight to the blind, 
to set at liberty them that are bruised, 
to preach the acceptable year of the 
Lord, and the day of reward.” And 
when He had folded the book, He re¬ 
stored it to the Minister, and sat down. 
And the eyes of all the Synagogue were 
fixed on Him. And He began to say 
to them: “This day is fulfilled the Scrip¬ 
ture in your ears.” And when the 
Samaritan woman at the well said: “I 
know that the Messiah cometh (who is 
called Christ) ; therefore when Lie is 
come, He will tell us all things,” Jesus 
saith to her: “I am He Who am speak¬ 
ing with thee!” 

The Scriptures as historical testi¬ 
mony leave little room for doubt re¬ 
garding the Divine character of Him— 
I speak not here of Christ Incarnate, 
but of Him Who was the expected of 
the nations. The Scriptures, too, as 
purely historical testimony, are ample 
proof that Jesus Christ laid claim to 
be the Messiah. 

We come now to the Question of ques¬ 
tions : “Did Jesus Christ establish his 
claim to Divine Sonship, to Divinity? 
Listen first to the rationalist historian 
Lecky in his description of the man 
Christ in his book “The Llistory of 
European Morals,” and then ask your¬ 
self, Do I need further proof than the 
mere word of Him Who is called the 
Christ? We read in Lecky, “The utmost, 
the Stoic ideal could become was a model 
for imitation and the admiration it in¬ 
spired could never deepen into affection. 
It was reserved for Christianity to pre¬ 
sent to the world the ideal character, 
which through all the changes of eigh¬ 
teen centuries, has inspired the hearts 
of men with an impassioned love; has 
shown itself capable of acting on all 
ages, nations, temperaments and condi¬ 
tions; has not only been the highest 
pattern of virtue but the strongest in¬ 


centive to its practice; and has exercised 
so deep an influence, that it may be truly 
said, that the simple record of three 
short years of active life has done more 
to regenerate and soften mankind than 
all the disquisitions of philosophers and 
all the exhortations of moralists.” 

Thus we have described for us by a 
rationalist philosopher the man Christ, 
the exemplar of the Christian ages. It 
would seem indeed, near blasphemy to 
ask for more proof than the simple word 
of Him Who could thus prove his 
Divinity. 

But Christ gave the world many, 
many proofs of His Divinity—His mir¬ 
acles were many, but to one alone we will 
refer. Christ was crucified, died and 
was buried. Miraculously, of His own 
power, the third day after His death, 
He rose gloriously from the tomb over¬ 
coming sin and death. St. Paul, the 
great apostle of the Gentiles considers 
the Resurrection as Christ’s crowning 
proof of His Messiahship. “Unless 
Christ be risen,” he said, “Our faith 
is in vain.” 

Let us go back to the period of the 
world’s history in which Christ lived. 
There are those of our time who think 
that the people of that time were a 
simple-minded folk, a credulous people, 
easily imposed upon, and that a series 
of hoaxes was perpetrated on them 
which resulted in their giving blind al¬ 
legiance to the Christian cause. All this 
is wrong. The Greeks of the time of 
Christ had attained to the loftiest 
heights of philosophic speculation and 
as a people, for clear thinking and logi¬ 
cal analysis of facts, would far surpass 
most peoples of the world today. The 
Hebrews had age-old traditions of learn¬ 
ing and intellectual acumen. The Ro¬ 
mans, too, had attained to eminence in 
learning. It was, indeed, a critical age 
which listened to the lone fisherman of 
Galilee when He went up and down that 
country speaking God’s message to man¬ 
kind. But thousands, yea millions of 
these nations, Greek, Hebrew, and Ro¬ 
man, of high and low estate, gave up 
their all in this life to follow the Master 
Jesus. And did they not in millions seal 
their belief in their life-blood when sav¬ 
age tyrants asked them to choose be¬ 
tween forsaking Christ and death? Who 
had a keener mind than the Apostle of 
the Gentiles, St. Paul? Who of the 
present day can sit down and write such 
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works as the Epistles of Paul of Tarsus 
and make his productions of such in¬ 
trinsic worth as will assure their per¬ 
petuation as a loved and choice legacy 
of mankind for 2,000 years? But Paul, 
the persecutor believed and became the 
sturdy champion of the risen Christ, 
crowning his life with a glorious mar¬ 
tyrdom. 

Oh, if human reason can be relied 
upon, if things are at all as they seem, 
it would appear to be abundantly clear 
to the men and women of the Apostolic 
Age that Christ was the expected Mes¬ 
siah, that He fulfilled every prophecy 
and that He finally rose from the dead. 
If they thought it was all hypocrisy, 


how explain their millions of martyr¬ 
doms ? 

To resume, let me leave you with 
these thoughts—Sin being an offence 
against an Infinite Being, demands a 
Divine Christ—It was such an expiator 
who was promised of God. Jesus Christ 
said He was God, that He was Divine— 
He proved it by proofs that are within 
the reach of all who, under God, seek 
truth. Jesus Christ, the way, the truth, 
and the life, is truly God, is Divine. 
Truly could He say, “I came forth from 
the Father, and am come into the world, 
again I leave the world and I go to the 
Father.”

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The Meaning of the Contemplative Life

P ROBABLY all instructed Cath¬ 
olics, though perhaps not able to 
give an exact definition, have a 
fairly accurate idea of the meaning 
of the expression, the “contemplative 
life.” It may bring to their minds, first 
of all, hermits and semi-eremitical 
orders such as the Carthusian; and 
then, in greater numbers, monks and 
nuns, Benedictines, Cistercians, Ter- 
esians, Poor Clares, whose life has cer¬ 
tain definite obligations, as the observ¬ 
ance of the vows of religion, the sing¬ 
ing in choir of the Divine Office, and 
the devotion of fixed periods to pri¬ 
vate prayer—the whole being directed 
toward an increase of spiritual life 
and nearer approach to God; and cer¬ 
tain definite abstentions as from pub¬ 
lic preaching, mission work, and ab¬ 
sorption in any other form of what is 
commonly known as religious activity. 

But though most English-speaking 
Catholics know roughly what the con¬ 
templative life is, it is regretably true 
that some of them dispute not merely 
its absolute necessity, but even its 
essential propriety. The spirit of the 
times may be summed up in the words, 
enjoyment, efficiency, and competi¬ 
tion ; all connoting feverish activity 
and exaltation of material prosperity. 
Such a spirit is so unfavorable to con¬ 
templative ideals that even among 
Catholics there is too great a tendency 
with those who wish to do good to 
rush into all forms of activity, without 
pausing to ask: “Is there a better 
way?” Heroic characters are wasted 
in an environment where energy is 
too often dissipated in solicitude over 
material things, and nothing is accept¬ 
ed as good that does not proclaim its 
results through a brazen trumpet. It 
cannot be denied that among other¬ 
wise exemplary people, the exercise 
of self-sacrifice and spiritual works, 
hidden from the eyes of the world and 
known only to God, is often held to be 
of little account. 

“The essential idea of the monastic 
and contemplative life is to give one¬ 
self wholly and without reserve to 
God.” God Himself has told us that 
He is not served exclusively, or even 
primarily, by those who are “troubled 
concerning many things.” When that 


idea has once been grasped, the scope 
of the contemplative life becomes 
clearer. It is activity—but toward 
God, exercised directly to His Honor, 
and, secondarily for the good of men. 
We all acknowledge the necessity and 
efficacy of prayer; but prayer should 
be unceasing, in season and out of 
season. Since, from necessity, few 
Christians in the world can give the 
time they should to devotion, not the 
least part of a monk’s work is to sup¬ 
ply their deficiencies. The chief work 
of the contemplative “to which noth¬ 
ing is to be preferred,” is the Opus 
Dei—i.e., the solemn singing in choir 
of the Divine Office—the seven offices 
at the proper hours, Matins and Lauds 
by night, and the remainder by day. 
This, with the conventual celebration 
of the sacred liturgy, forms a daily 
labor of love, a sacrifice of praise and 
thanksgiving, and is the heart of the 
monastic system and the chief means 
of attainment to a life devoted to 
God’s personal and direct service. 
Everything else, private prayer and 
meditation, enclosure, silence, and 
fasting are only subsidiary to the same 
end. 

But activity toward God does not 
consist entirely of prayer. Saint Bene¬ 
dict, in particular, provided for the 
health and recreation of his monks 
by careful regulations about manual 
labor. It doubtless surprises critics 
of the contemplative life to learn that 
among contemplatives the daily rou¬ 
tine includes many hours of strenuous 
bodily or mental activity—and that, 
as a rule, not much more than half of 
the working day spent in prayer. A 
sense of the “dignity of labor” is one 
of the great Benedictine traditions. 
There are, of course, varying stand¬ 
ards of monastic observance in this 
as in other respects. Different forms 
of manual labor are undertaken; in 
some monasteries there is stricter 
silence than in others; some abstain 
entirely from flesh-meat, others do 
not; but each one forms a family of 
which every member strives after 
union with God by fixing upon Llim 
the faculties of the soul, and with¬ 
drawing as far as possible from all 
worldly distractions. The presence of 
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communities of such is of the greatest 
importance to the healthy religious 
state of any country. They are, if the 
expression may be used, spiritual 
powerhouses from which virtue goes 
forth throughout the land. And at 
present, when western civilization is 
under the influence of a degrading 
materialism to an extent not equalled 
even by the grossness of the eighteenth 
century, the contemplative monaster¬ 
ies are refuges of sane and holy living 
in a world plague-stricken with mad 
pleasure-seeking—places of refresh¬ 
ment, light and peace within the bord¬ 
ers of what indeed seems very like a 
devil’s garden. 

But as the contemplative is a hidden 
life, so its benefits are in a great meas¬ 
ure hidden also. The contemplative 
cannot present a spiritual profit and 
loss account for the confounding of 
the critic; he cannot point, with the 
friar-preacher, to crowds moved by 
eloquence to penance; nor with the 
Jesuits, to a continent evangelized; 
nor, with the Franciscan, to vicious 
slums reformed. When asked for 
tangible results, he cannot say, “Lo, 
here!” nor “Lo, there!” but just, 
“Come and see.” Only in the cloister 
can be formed any adequate idea of 
the spiritual force generated by these 
men of prayer—and then it is inferred 
rather than seen. 

Many of those who criticize contem- 
platives would name the Society of 
Jesus as their ideal of what the relig¬ 
ious life should be. But a well-known 
and reverend Jesuit, Father Rickaby, 
has said: 

“We could have more conversions, 
if we did more penance to procure 
them. That is not a pleasing thing to 
think of. How can we fast and pray 
whose daily work suffers from our lack 
of time and strength to do it. There is 
comfort in the principle of the division 
of labor, and in those much reviled, 
but still Catholic, doctrines of vicar¬ 
ious expiation and communion of 
saints. We must have some of our 
number to go apart, and fast and pray 
and do penance for the rest of us—not 
certainly to excuse us in sin, not to 
cover our idleness and neglect of duty, 
not to exempt us from sorrow and 
contrition and such penance as God 
will require of us personally; but to 
draw down by their extraordinary 
penance that extraordinary mercy and 
those superabundant graces, without 


which this country will never be 
brought to God. Thinking of this pro¬ 
found truth, one is filled with grief 
and resentment to hear the contem¬ 
plative life . . . described as a ‘useless 
and selfish life.’ ‘To pray for the liv¬ 
ing and the dead,’ and to add fasting 
to the prayer of the intercession, as 
Tobias did, does not strike us as so 
very necessary. Yet it may be just the 
one thing wanting to make the rest of 
our works efficacious.” 

Pius XI, in confirming the revised 
statutes of the Carthusian order last 
year, gave an unexampled panegyric 
of the contemplative life: 

“All those, who, according to their 
rule, lead a seculded life, remote from 
the din and follies of the world, and 
who not only assiduously contemplate 
the divine mysteries and the eternal 
truths, and pour forth ardent and con¬ 
tinual prayers to God that His King¬ 
dom may flourish . . . but who also 
atone for the sins of other men still 
more than for their own by mortifica¬ 
tion, prescribed or voluntary, of mind 
and body—such, indeed, must be said 
to have chosen the best part.” 

To a foreigner observing the great¬ 
ness of the Church in America, its 
millions of adherents, its universities 
and colleges, its institutions and asso¬ 
ciations, its energy in every form of 
Christian activity, the most astonish¬ 
ing thing of all is a scarcity of purely 
contemplative communities of men. 

In Great Britain, with a doubtful 
two and a half million of Catholics, 
there are five monasteries of contem¬ 
plative men. The Carthusians at Park- 
minster, the Benedictines of Farn- 
borough, Quarr and Buckfast, draw 
most of their subjects from abroad, 
but two at least of these houses in¬ 
clude English monks; while the Bene¬ 
dictines of Caldey Island are all 
natives of the British Isles. 

We have the word of the Supreme 
Pontiff to the Church in England that 
the value of these bodies of “inactive” 
men is incalculable; there are many 
English Catholics who can confirm it 
by personal experience. And we mar¬ 
vel that the Church in the United 
States, with its fifteen or more millions 
of members, has found so few men to 
go into a desert place apart, to pray, 
or to stand on a hill with arms up¬ 
raised to God to reinforce the combat¬ 
ants for Christ in the plain below. 
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A Great Feast 


AN Easter Sunday, April 20th, the 
Church again celebrates in a most 
solemn manner the greatest and glad¬ 
dest feast of the entire ecclesiastical 
year. Already Pope Leo I (440-461) 
calls Easter the greatest feast, and 
says that both Christmas and Good 
Friday are celebrated only in prepara¬ 
tion for Easter. 

It. is impossible to adequately mag¬ 
nify the meaning of Easter Sunday; it 
is the “Day of Days,” the “Solemnity 
of Solemnities.” On this great day the 
ancient figures of the Old Testament 
were fulfilled in the realities of the New 
Dispensation, and the twilight of the 
Mosaic Law made way for the bril¬ 
liant Sun of Justice. It is the sun 
around which all the other constella¬ 
tions gather, and from which they de¬ 
rive their existence and mystic mean¬ 
ing. The mystery of the Resurrection 
is the very summit of all the other 
mysteries of the Church’s sacred lit¬ 
urgy. 

The question of the Resurrection of 
Christ is undoubtedly the most import¬ 
ant connected with Christianity. It is, 
in fact, its very foundation. On it rests 
the whole fabric of faith and morality, 
and even the Divinity of Christ Him¬ 
self. St. Paul acknowledges this in 
these words: “If Christ be not risen, 
then is our preaching vain and vain is 
also our faith.” 

We read of persons having been 
raised from the dead by others as in¬ 
struments of divine power. Scripture 
tells us that Eliseus breathed life into 
the body of the Sunamitess’ son, and 
that the child of a widow woman was 
restored to life by the prayers of the 
prophet Eliseus. Tabitha was raised 
from the dead by St. Peter. The other 
Apostles and apostolic men in all ages 
performed similar miracles. But his¬ 
tory, whether sacred or profane, tells 
of One Who had not only the power 
of giving life to others, but also 
claimed that He could give life to 
Himself and actually established that 
claim in the most evident and public 
manner—and that was Christ, the Re¬ 
deemer of the human race and the 
Founder of the Catholic Church. He 


says: “Destroy this body of mine and 
in three days I will build it up.” 

Proof 

Hence, for proof of the Resurrec¬ 
tion, we will go to the Bible. But here 
the objection is raised, “We do not 
believe in the Bible.” Here we have 
the first evidence of hostility to Christ¬ 
ianity and its practices. Some men, 
mark them, will not believe anything 
in the Bible, but at the same time will 
believe other books far less authenti¬ 
cated. Why accept the writings of 
Josephus, Livy, Tacitus, Pliny and 
others as to public facts and at the 
same time reject the New Testament? 
What book of history is more authen¬ 
tic than that which gives us the his¬ 
tory of Christ ? It has been received by 
the civilized world for more than 4900 
years, not only as authentic and true 
but even as inspired and even those 
who denied its inspiration never dared 
to dispute its authority and veracity 
as to at least the public facts recorded 
therein. Have we any such universal 
and constant testimony for any other 
book ? These persons may be consist¬ 
ent enough in denying the inspiration 
of the New Testament, but they can¬ 
not reject it as a historical record of 
public facts without consistently re¬ 
jecting all history. Without these 
facts, such as the existence of Christ, 
His life, His miracles, His death, the 
Resurrection, the history of the civiliz¬ 
ed world for the last twenty centuries 
would be meaningless and unintellig¬ 
ible. 

In appealing then to the New Tes¬ 
tament to prove the Resurrection of 
Christ, we simply take it as a histori¬ 
cal record as respectable and truth¬ 
ful, to say the very least, as any record 
that can be produced against it and 
whether for or against the fact of the 
Resurrection, persons should be as 
well satisfied with the proofs drawn 
from it as they would be with those 
drawn from any other history ever 
written. This is all the advocate of 
Christianity asks and even without the 
Bible there is abundant proof from 
profane history and the very enemies 
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of our Lord as to the fact of the Resur¬ 
rection. 

Christ’s Claim 

Taking the New Testament as a 
historic record, we read that Christ 
persistently claimed to be the Son of 
God. When asked repeatedly by the 
Scribes and Pharisees, “Who He was,” 
He invariably answered He was the 
Eternal Son of the Living God. He pub¬ 
licly declared that He and the Eternal 
Father were one, that He was equal in 
nature, power and glory to God, and 
that whoever saw Him saw the Eternal 
Father. He constantly and publicly 
made use of these and other such ex¬ 
pressions, which could have no other 
meaning but that He was God Him¬ 
self, the Son of the Eternal Father. 

Now, this Son of the Eternal Father 
rose from the dead. On the tombs of 
the world is written the true and stern 
sentence: “Here lies the body of—,” 
but on the tomb of Easter morn the 
angel gives to the world the message: 
“He is risen. He is not here.” These 
words transform a material world into 
a spiritual kingdom, a suffering man¬ 
kind into a joyful race. The terror of 
death, the inexorable law of destruc¬ 
tion, the stern decree of God that it 
is appointed unto men once to die, are 
softened by the message of: “He is 
risen!” This is the message that 
makes man triumph over suffering, 
sorrow and death. 

Yea, this is the significance of the 
Easter message—eternal hope re¬ 
newed in the hearts of men, the di¬ 
vine promise of everlasting life sealed 
with the Most Precious Blood of the 
Son of God, forever guaranteed by His 
glorious Resurrection. The fact that 
Jesus died, and rose from death and 
the tomb on the third day remains the 
only hope of a helpless world—help¬ 
less despite its wealth, power and pro¬ 
gress ; helpless despite its wonderful 
achievements, its pride of intellect, its 
great discoveries, its science, its re¬ 
markable inventions, its creative gen¬ 
ius. 

At the Tomb 

Today, looking abroad over this 
world reeking with false teachings, 
which would wrap it once again in 
pagan darkness and ignorance, we 
may well cry out with those women 
nearing Christ’s tomb: “Who shall 


roll back the stone from the door of 
the sepulchre?” The answer rings back 
loud and clear. “The Catholic Church, 
to which Christ said, ‘I will send the 
Holy Spirit, who will teach you all 
truth, and behold! I am with you all 
days, even to the end of the world.’ ” 
The Catholic Church stands today, as 
she has stood from the beginning, the 
faithful custodian of divine truth. 
Vibrant with the faith and certainty 
of the salvation purchased with the 
Most Precious Blood of Jesus, vital 
with the fact of Plis glorious Resurrec¬ 
tion and the Pentecostal fire of the 
Jloly Spirit, she alone, above the 
vicious growth of unbelief, infidelity 
and denial of Christ, upholds today 
the truths of Christ and the. divine re¬ 
lations of the Holy Scriptures. 

Still more she holds up the Cross 
with its Precious Burden as the heri¬ 
tage of Christians. She declares it to 
be the Royal Road to salvation. Today, 
as in the first ages of the Church, this 
divinely constituted custodian of truth 
sends forth her God-given message, 
“If Christ be not risen then is our faith 
in vain.” She cries out to the millions 
who, enarmored of the glitter of false 
doctrine and twentieth century mater¬ 
ialism and realism, have hewn them¬ 
selves out broken cisterns that can 
hold no water, “Come unto me, and 
I will refresh you ! I will roll away the 
stone from the door of the sepulchre 
of sin, darkness, ignorance and unbe¬ 
lief, into which you have been led and 
are languishing unto death!” 

Light of Ages 

The Catholic Church will stand for¬ 
ever as the Light of Ages, and in any 
and every crisis through which the 
world may pass those who read aright 
the signs of the times will turn to her 
as the only power under God the arm 
of which is not shortened and can 
therefore give ample aid in time of 
need. 

Go in spirit to the Holy Sepulchre, 
stand beside it, and looking into the 
empty space wherein reposed for a 
while the Sacred Body of our Lord, 
you can learn with certainty that the 
grave does not close the story of 
human life. For beyond the range of 
theory and speculation is placed the 
doctrine of the resurrection of the 
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dead; and the existence in another 
state of being is a certified truth for 
us when we know that One Who bore 
our humanity, and died on the Cross 
rose again the third day. 

The Church rejoices on Easter be¬ 
cause it knows that Christ’s victory 
over sin and death is humanity’s vic¬ 
tory as well. His rising is a type and 


pledge of our own. His reappearance 
from the tomb, our assurance that the 
dead do live again; His glorious life 
after His death on the Cross, a divine 
guarantee of our own immortality.— 
With Job of old we must cheerfully 
exclaim: “I know that my Redeemer 
liveth and I shall rise out of the earth, 
and in my.flesh I shall see my God.” 


History of the Crown of Thorns 


Like the other instruments of the 
Passion—which, according to the cus¬ 
tom of the Romans, were all thrown 
together into a pit at the place of ex¬ 
ecution—the Crown of Thorns was 
discovered, along with the 'True Cross, 
by St. Helena in the fourth century. 

It was specifically mentioned by St. 
Paulinus, Bishop of Nola, in the year 
409. It is again mentioned by St. 
Gregory of Tours; and in the year 800 
the Patriarch of Jerusalem sent a few 
thorns, with some other relics of the 
Passion, to the Emperor Charlemagne. 
These were preserved in a shrine spe¬ 
cially erected for them in the Abbey 
Church of St. Denis, near Paris. 

The greater part of the Holy Crown 
was transferred for safety to Constan¬ 
tinople, when the Saracens threatened 
to overrun the East. It is mentioned 
as being in that city in a letter written 
by the then reigning emperor, in the 
year 1100, to one of the crusading 
princes. 

. The Emperor Baldwin II, having 
borrowed from some Venetian mer¬ 
chants several hundred thousand 
golden ducats, consigned this precious 
relic, as a pledge of repayment, to 
their appointed representatives. Find¬ 
ing himself, at last, unable to liqui¬ 


date the debt, Baldwin appealed to St. 
Louis, King of France, who generously 
settled the amount, and received, in 
return, the same deposit, viz.: the 
Crown of Thorns. 

The pious King immediately dis¬ 
patched two Dominican friars, one of 
whom had been a prior of a convent 
in Constantinople, to bring the relic to 
Paris. St. Louis, his brother, and the 
whole court of France walked out, 
barefooted, many miles into the coun¬ 
try, to receive it as it approached the 
capital. 

A magnificent shrine, in the form 
of an enormous reliquary, and called 
ever since La Sainte Chapelle, or the 
Holy Chapel, was built on the island 
in the River Seine, which flows through 
Paris. It is near the Cathedral of 
Notre Dame, and is still perfectly en¬ 
tire. 

In it the Crown of Thorns was de¬ 
posited with great ceremony; and 
there it remains, having been provi¬ 
dentially preserved through the many 
vicissitudes of fire and flood, and the 
imminent dangers arising from foreign 
invasion, Civil and religious wars, the 
great Revolution, and the insurrec¬ 
tion of the Commune.—“Catholic Reg¬ 
ister” and “Canadian Extension.”
